HORRIBLY MANGLED. 


A MAN ATTEMPTS TO BOARD A 
TRAIN AND SLIPS. 


Excited. 
The Board of Health met at the Mayor’s 
office yesterday afternoon, with Mayor 
Workman, Dr. Hagan, and Messrs. Hum- 
phreys, Collins, Hianiey and Gibbs present. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 


were read and approved. 

Dr. Hagan reported that there had not 
been a single case of smallpox during the 
week, and but one light case of varioloid. 
There are now but three persons in the 

thouse. 

‘Fhe action of the Council in refusing to 
increase the salary of Assistant Health 
Officer McAvoy came up, and Mayor Work- 
man spoke at some length, sharply criticis- 
ing the Council. 

Dr. Hagan also referred to the matter, 
and addressed himself particularly to Mr. 
Cohn, chairman of the Finance Committee, 
who had objected to the bills sent in by the 
Board of Health. He produced his books, 
and showed by theim that the Health Officer 
and his assistants have done over # 
worth of work, if ithad been charged for 
at the regular rates allowed by the city, 
He also stated that untfess this work had 
been carried out as it was, there is no 
knowing to whet extent smallpox and other 
contagious diseases would have spread in 
the city. Dr. Cohn alone had vaccinated 
1706 people, and in aldition to this num- 
ber, hundreds of others had been vacci- 
nated in the neighborhood of where people 


He Is Dragged Under the Wheels 
and Has His Legs Orushed— His 
Terrible Sufferings Before Medi- 
cal Aid Reaches Him. 


About 4:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
most horrible accident occurred immediately 
in front of the old depot at the foot of Com- 
mercial street. As the evening freight 
train was passing the depot, and whilea 
large crowd of passengers was waiting for 

‘the passenger train to San Pedro, a man 
was seen to make several franti¢ attempts 
to grasp the iron rail at the rear of one of 
the box-cars. Making one desperate grasp 
for the rail, he missed his ‘footing and fell 
beneath. the wheels. One set of wheels 
passed over both legs, when the man rolled 
over and endeavored to get outside of the 
rails, whereupon Special! Officer Botello and 
a bystander grabbed him and pulled him out 
before the next truck reached him. He was 
carried into the waiting-room, where several 
of the passengers tried to alleviate his in- 
tense sufferings. The right leg was shat- 
tered in a most shocking manner, the bones 

rotruding and the flesh lacerated aad torn. 
e left lez was also broken, and sustained 

a compound fracture, 

A gentleman present, whose name could 
not be learned, kindly volunteered timely 
service in placing bandages above the kuees 
of botn legs, stopping the flow of biood. In 
the meantime an ambulance was sent for, 
and after fully half an hour a conveyance 
was procured, and the unfortunate man was 
taken to the City Prison. 

The man gave his name toa Times re- 
as George Brooks. He stated 

t he was a laboring man, and 
had San Diego yesterday 
morning. He stated that he resi at the 
European Hotel while in that city He has 
no family. Only a few minutes before the 
accident he had been drinking in a beer sa- 
loon on Aliso street, and was somewhat 
under the influence of liquor at the time of 
the accident. | 

Upon his arrival at the police station the 

services of Drs. Cohn, Kirkpatrick and 
Lasher were called in. A consultation 

of the doctors resulted in a determination 

not to amputate the limbs until this morn- 

ing, as it was teared that the shock would
